Showiiiff

Many 
Passciijfcra 


Were in Thciv BiMlhs When the 
Vessel Struck—Only Nine Men Kes- 
cucd from the Wreck. 


LTSPON, Oct. 
29.—Tho Anchor line 
Iteamship Rouinania, Captain Yoimf?, 
went ashore parly in tho moriiing at the 
luijuth of the Arnoyas, near Peuiohe, 
and 113 of the 122 persons on board were 
lost. 
Captain Hamilton, 
Lieulenant 
Roche and seven Lascars were those 
saved. 


The Roninania left Liverpool last Sun- 
day for DoniLay. 
She carried fifty-five 
passengers, a crew of sixty-seven men 
and a full car;io of valuable merchan- 
disa 
She experienced heavy weather 
fiom early on Mimday morning. 


On Tuesday she ran into a fur'ous 
storm. All her passengers were ordered 
below, and were not allowed on the 
deck again until Wednesday. 
After a 
few hours of clear sailing the iionmania 
ran into a thick fog in about 42 degs. 
north latitude. 
Sne proceeded at half 
speed, and it was supposed well out from 
coast. A violent storm came on after 
several hours, which sti-uck the Rou- 
mania when but a few miles from shore. 


The ship made little progress and the 
captain was unable to keep her bow to 
the wnnd. She went on the rock almost 
without a warning, for up to the last few 
minutes the ship's officers did not realize 
their peril. 
Heavy seas Ijroke over the 
ship's deck, ami many of the pai^sengei's, 
who ran on deck ia a panic, were swept 
overboard and drowned. 


A lifeboat was cut away and an at- 
tempt was made to lower it, but the boat 
was swamped by the waves. 
For two 
hours further atti^mpts were abandoned. 
The stonn abated and another boat was 
lowered from the Roumania. 
This boat 
was loaded with pivssengers. A hundred 
yards from the ship it capsized and all 
were droAvned. Two boats were started 
out from the shore but put back, as the 
men were coniident they could not live 
in such a sea. 


Another boat was lowwed, but when 
half loaded was dashed against the shin's 
side and capized. 
Fifteen persons, who 
had descended to her were drowned. 


Meantime wave after wave had broken 
over the Roumania, smashing her deck 
house and ventilators, carrying away 
her smoke stack and masts and sweep- 
ing manv of the passengers and seamen 
overboard. 


So tar every indication points out that 
the steamer struck after the passengers 
had retired. 
It is believed that many of 
them, awakened Dy the shock, rushed 
from their state rooms to the upper 
deck, where tb«y were caught up by the 
seas breaking over the vessel, carried 
overboard and droAvned. 


A heavy fog prevailed at the time she 
struck. A heavy sea is still running 
about the wreck. Many bodies, in a nearly 
nude condition, have 
been 
washed 
ashore, and the fact that they were un- 
clothed is taken to indicate that many 
of the people on board were in tueir 
bertlis when she struck. 
The bodies of 
several children have been recovered. 


Among 
the Roumanians passengers 
were Captain J. E, Bar^, Captain 13, H. 
Randoluli and Captain Q-eorgo Hamilton 
and wife, Lieutenant B. B, S, Cook and 
Lieutenant C. D. Sanfordaiitl wnfe, Lady 
Johnson and child, Rev. J. S, Malkin 
and several English ladies, who were re- 
turning to Iniiia Avith their children and 
ayahi (Indian nurses). Among the dead 
are Mrs. bi^'itty, an Irish missionary, 
who was returning to her husband in In- 
dia, Miss McQeorge, a medical mission- 
ary of the Irish Presbyterian church, 
and a daughter of Canon Burbridge, of 
liivei^ixxjl, who was going to Bombay to 
visit her sister. 


A squafb'on of cavalry is patrolling 
tho shore f^r several miles each side of 
the wreck to prevent the wholesale rob- 
bery to the dead and of the cargo that 
have been washed aiihore. 


Lieutenant Roche and a Lascar ar- 
rived at Peni(^he and were taken to the 
hospital, where every 
attention Avas 
given them, 
Captain Hamilton and the 
other survivors are also at the hospital. 
Though they are regaining strength they 
are all in a serious condition. They state 
that for twelve hours they battled with 
the wind and waves before they BUC- 
c©eded in reacdhig land,

FLAME. 


The Perlloui Posit on of Thr«3 Work, 
men on the Schnylkill. 


Pnii.ADKLPIIIA, Nov. 2.—As Warren 
H, Hill, agod 2P years; Albert Lrum- 
back, aged 16, and William Hilliard, 
aged 35, who were enipinyed in the tm 
shop of the Atlantic Refining company, 
at 
Poi-U 
Breeze, were crossing tho 
Schuylkill river in a small boat at 5 
o'clock last evening, on their way homo, 
Hill hghtedhis pipe and threw the ma^ch 
into the river. The water v/as covered 
with oil. which had escaped from leak- 
ing pipes which connect the Philadel- 
pma and Atlantic refineries, and instantly 
It ignited. 


A terrific exploeion followed, which 
upset the boat and threw the occupants 
into the blazing oil and water. 
Eight of 
their companions who were about to 
embark in a larger craft eprang on the 
wbarf 
but two of them heroically re- 
turned to the boat and rowed through 
the flames to the rescue of the drownihg 
and burning men. 
The rescuers' bont 
caught fire, and they were almost suffo- 
cated by the dense smoke, in addition to 
being severely burnf^d, but they suc- 
ceeded in picking up xiilliard and Crum- 
back. 
Hill sank before he could be 
reached, and was drowned. 
It was all 
the rescuers, one of whom was Harry 
Troup, could do to get back to the wharf 
with the victims. 


The iiesh on Crumback and Hilliard 
hung in shreds and they were burned 
internally. 
They were taken to St. 
Agnes hospital, where it was said they 
could not recover. 
Hills body has not 
been rec^)vered. He leaves a widow and 
three children. 


The flames spread over the water to 
the wharf at the Point Breeze gas works 
and pump house, setting them on tire. 
There were grave fears that' the wiiole 
plant would be destroyed, but the fire- 
men, after five hours hard work, saved 
it, although damage to the extent of 
|15,0U0 was done. 


The wrecking steamer Maryland was 
at the wTeck of the iron baric Felix, 
which was sunken during the fire at the 
same place on Sunday, and at once took 
fire and was so »badly daniatied that she 
was hauled down the rivei: and beached 
to preven her from sinking in the chan- 
nef. She was valued at iioO^iJUQ. The 
oil burned itself out without doing fur- 
ther damage.

Alliance Between the Reading and Bos- 
ton and Maine Systems. 


BOSTON, Oct. 27.—A great railroad 
combination, rumors of which 
have 
been in the air for several weeks, w^as 
consummated yesterday. 
Parties largely 
interested in the Boston and Maine and 
J-'hiladelphia and Reading railroads have 
made a friendly alliance. 


This explains the suiTrising activity 
and sharp advance in the marki't price 
of Boston and Maine stock during the 
piust fortnight. 
Vnnderbilt 
interests 
were not the purchasers, as currently 
believed, but Pivsident McLeod, of tho 
Reading, his friends and associates, and 
it is known that they have acquired 
large blocks of the stock. This r^Multed 
Yesterday in tho resignation of William 
; T. Hail, a director of the Boston and 
Maine. The vacancy was filled by tho 
election of Archibald A. J\IcLeod. presi- 
j dent of Ihe Philadeh»hia and Reading 
railroad. President Frank Jones, of the 
Boston and Maine railroad, then ten- 
dered his resignation, and Mr. McLeod 
was unanimously elected to tho presi- 
dency of that corporation. The position 
of chairman of tlio board of directors 
was created, and Mr. Jones was chosen, 
that official being charged with the ex- 
ecutive management of the Boston and 
Maine system, as heretofore, 
lie was 
also chosen vice president. The Reatiing 
road and allied lines will distribute its 
eiionnous merchandise and coal traffic 
^nto New England over the Boston and 
Maine system, 
Boston will be made 
the center of its distribution. 


It is true that interests friendly to the 
Reading have been buying New York 
and New England, but it is stated that 
the Reading is not seeking control, be- 
cause it already htis control of that stock 
and that the New York and New Eng- 
land will be used as a connecting link in 
certain directions between the Boston 
and Maine and Heading systems.

The men are orderlies from 
one of the hospitals. 
The blasts were 
Bounaed by the New York Health De- 
partment's steamer coming up from the 
city to tell what it had on board. 
It is 
the oiBcial languacjo of North Brother 
Island varied to suit the particular pesti- 
lence of the trip. For this is New York's 
pesthouse, better known in this day as 
the Riverside Hospital, 


Whatever may be the shortcomings of 
New York in other respects, it is par- 
ticularly gratifying just now to recall the 
statement made by Jacob A. Rus, in a 
recent number of the Cosmopolitan, that 
it is far in tho load of tho municipalities 
of the world in tho management of pesti- 
lent diseases. 


In recent years a marvelous change has 
come over Nortti Brother Island, 
To- 
day, where once was a waste of sand, are 
broad and shaded lawns; winding, well 
kept walks, trees, shrubs and 
flowers; 
handsome, substantial buildingsand hos- 
pital pavilions or wards, arranged on a 
plan securing perfect and absolute isola- 
tion with a maximum of comfort to the 
patieuts. 
One result is seen in u very 
low death-rate, considering the character 
of the institution. 
List year before the 
importation of typhus fever in tbe ship- 
load of Russian exiles, it was sixteen per 
cent, of about 90U Ciises, 


The old pesthouse is still there, but 
even that has lost its terror. 
Become a 
harmless measles pavilion, it stands up- 
on tho northeast snore of tho island at 
one end of a half circle of one-story 
frame buildings, seven in number now, 
but so planned as to bo capable 
of in- 
deiinite extension as tho needs 
of the 
growing city may demand, 
Tho island

The 
doctor may travel on the steamer, and 
does when ho has time, but the nurses 
not. 
Their duty is on the island, and 
there is always enough for them to do;

Low places have been 
filled 
in, 
the half-score acrjL^a of available 
ground have become thirteen, 
and in 
place of the sandy beach, of which the

The frame buildings are tho fever wards. 


Scarlet fever and measles claim moat 
ol the pavilions in times of comparative 
peacy. 
This year typhus fever inraded 
them. In the sudden rush their capacity 
was quite exhausted, 
and a camp of 
tents was pitched on the lawn to «belter 
the overflow. 
It was while the weather 
was yet cold, and a cry wont up against 
the supposed outrage, 
As a matter of 
lact these tents have board floors and a 
stove that make them very comfortable 
abodes and much preferable in tho eye« 
of the physicians to the wooden houses, 
partly because the ventilation in then; is 
perfect, partly because not much is lost 
in destroying them when the scourge has 
had Its day. Even the pavilions are buiU 
on the moderu hospital plan with this 
tnd in view* It is the easiest way to get 
rid of a malignant contagion. 
Flame i« 
ft great punlivr» 
BtilU one heaitate« to 


for whether there bo two or twenty pa- 
tients in a pavilion thoy must have their 
own nurse. 
No other will do lest tho 
pests get mixed up and the end become 
worse than tho beginning. 
There are 
six women nurses, young girls all of 
them, who with rare devotion and cour- 
age hai'e put away from them all that 
makes life sweet, and taken upon them 
this dangerous duty. 
Their chief is the 
matron. Miss Kate Holden, who for ten 
long years has led this life of solitude and 
sacrifice. 
She is a Southern girl whose 
people lost their all in defense of the lost 
cause—so the tradition of tho depart- 
ment runs. 
It was little less than a lost 
cause she espoused when, having finished 
her course iu the Charity Hospital Train- 
ing School, she ofifered herself to the 
Board of Health. 
A typhus outbreak 
had then decimated the staff of the old 
Riverside Hospital on Blackwell's Islaid, 
and the authorities were at their wits' 
ends where to get other nurses. 
Thoy 
looked aghast at this frail young' girl, 
and asked her, almost harshly, if she 
knew that she was courting almost cer- 
tain death. 
She replied calmly that she 
knew; it was her chosen work. 
So they 
took her, and the doctors soon learned 
to trust her as their chief support in the 
unequal Oght. 
Before it was won she 
too succumbed, and for weeks the city 
across the river that had heard the story 
of her devotion and her suffering listened 
anxiously day by day to tho bulletins 
from her sick bed. 
She recovered and 
was made matron in the course of years 
at tho munificent salary of 
a month. 
Ever since she has been the mainstay and 
guardian angel of the island, coupling 
with her duties as matron and nurse now 
those of hospital apothccary as well. 
Having passed tho requisito (fxamination, 
slie has been duly commissioned to 
mix 
the medicines as well as care for the sick. 
When, last February, in a single day 
fifty>seveu Russian exiles were found in 
half a dozen lodging-houses 
sulfering 
from typhus fever and were packed oli 
to Riverside Hospital, followed by a pro- 
cession that swelled their number to a 


them, without sleep and almost without 
food, arranging, soothing and cutting 
tho hair from their fevered brows, until, 
literally worn out, she had to bo carried 
to bed. 


In tho administration building 
tUe 
nurses have a library given by thought, 
ful friends, and even a music-room that 
is not neglected under tho pressure of 
life's sterner cares. 
They cross tho 
threshold of this tueir refuge only to 
tako up their never-ceasing round of 
duties. 
The rooms of the physician in 
charge, the autocrat of the island, are on 
the main floor. His little principality 
embraces 
two-scoro 
subjects, 
male 
nurses, helpers and 
attendants of all 
kinds. 
His rule extends to the boiler- 
house next door, where tho steam is 
generated that heats all tho hospital 
buildings, and whence tho very com- 
plete 
fire-extinguishing 
apparatus 
ol 
the island is directed in time of need. 
At tho door of the kitchen, in the build- 
ing on the other side, it stops short. 
There tho matron takes charge, weighs 
out all the groceries, and sees the food 
for the sick and the well cooked. 
It 
i« the best that can be bought foi 
money, though none is asked or exacted 
for it. 
Any patient who can afford it 
and so wishes can pay for his board, but 
ho gets the same as all the rest. 
The 
General Government is the only paying 
customer of the department. 
It sends 
the case« of scarlet fe\er and measles 
that reach quarantine to Riverside, pay- 
ing a fixed sum for their care. 
Yellow 
Jack and cholera it deals with at quaran- 
tine itself. 
Its diphtheria patients go to 
the Willard Parker 
Hospital, in Six- 
teenth street, where the health depart- 
ment keeps its own as well. Diphtheria, 
unless complicated 
with 
other 
dis- 
eases, is not admitted to tho island. 


Upon the main shore also are the dis- 
inlecting furnaces or crematories, through 
which all infected clothing must pass be- 
fore readmitted into the community as 
safe. 
The clothing of typhus fever 
patients never returns. 
It is fed to tho 
flames as the surest way of rendering it 
harmless. 


As an institution North Brother Island 
is unique. 
There is nothing like it any- 
where m tho world. 
In the great cities 
of Europe they have floating hospitals 
for small-pox and more or less perfectly 
isolated ''contagious wards" in their or- 
dinary hospitals. 
The isolation secured 
in New York is absolute, and it must 
ever be the chief defense of the city and 
of the Nation against an enemy that ia 
forever knocking. 


Hoifman Island, where the 
cholera 
patients go. Is about two miles south of 
the Narrows, and, says Frank Leslie's Il- 
lustrated, gets its name from Governoi 
Hoffman. Jtis built on a sand-bar known 
to pilots as West Bank, and rises abrupt« 
ly out of tho water on a pile of rocks» 
The island itself, covering a fow acres, ii 
composed of sand 
inclosed in a crib- 
work, which in turn is protected by tho 
rip-rap. 
About nine hundred patients 
can be handled there at one time. 
On 
it are the germ-proof dormitories for 
disinfecting, and in every direction the 
assertion is borne out, so often mado by 
sea captains, that the New York quaran 
line is the safest in the world. 


Tho floors of the building are made 
of asphalt, while tho ceilings are con- 
structed of galvanized and corruGrated 
iron. 
Tho partitions are also built of 
iron, while in some portions the smaller 
walls are built of enameled brick. There 
are no mattresses iu the dormitories, 
and the cots are the simplest kind of 
hammocks suspended over iron frames. 
Steam does everything, from disinfect- 
ing to cooking.

utilized for bathing the immigrants, and, 
if necessary, the infected water can bo 
disinfected before it is discharged into 
the bay, 


Tho disinfecting chamber of the dor- 
mitory is on the upper floor, and is built 
entirely of iron. }t is a room filled with 
frames which rest on sliding tracks. On 
each frame rests a wire basket for tno 
clothes of each immigrant. 
All aro kept 
separate from each other. 
When the 
clothes are put in these baskets the first 
thing done is to exhaust tho air in tho 
chamber. 
Superheated steam, which 
may rise to 25Ü degrees, is sent under 
high pressure through 90ÜÜ feet of coiled 
piping in tho rooms, and gauges indi- 
cate the pressure in the chamber. In tho 
engino rooms tho degree of heat in tho 
disinfecting room is indicated by the 
ringing of electric bolls. Bo thorough is 
the work of disinfection tuat it is im- 
possible for the attendants to re-enter 
the chamber for several hours after the 
windows have been reopened.

AVhen they 
aro killing

weeds, and if it can

done without 
danger to crops, let the hogs have the 
run ot the tield. 
Then watch and 
see 
what a perfect picnic tho porkers will 
have. 


If it is not possible to give tho pigs 
the run of the iields gather all the weyds 
possible and throw it to 
them. 
We 
know of a farmer who makes it a prac- 
tice to go every morning and pull a good 
amount of the weeds for tho pigs. 
Ho 
claims that in tho morning is the best 
time to give them this food, and says 
they CDjoy it more. 
But we think 
the 
time of day to give the pigs the 
weeds 
is immaterial, and the best time is when 
you think vou have enough weeds col- 
lected for them.—American Farmer, 


WINTETUKG KXIUIT WOOD. 


Grapes can be grown even in the coldest 
sections, if the vines are laid down on 
the soil in November, so as to bo cov- 
fcied with snow, and this is an easy mat- 
ter with their pliant stems. 


Prolessor Budd says that peach trees 
have been fruited in Iowa by using the 
eame preservative means. 
Their still, 
branchy nature ill adapts them to lying 
down, but this difficulty, as explained iu 
the Rural "New Yorker, is overcome by 
reducing the young tree to a single bare 
item after one year's growth. 
This stem 
is bent flat to the ground Jute in tho fall; 
tho roots being bent or cut to make it 
practicable. 
About tive feet of the stem 
remain permanently horizontal and the 
pomt grow.s upward and is allowed 
to 
branch; but cbieilyin line with the pros- 
trate stem, and is staked to hold it erect. 
In the next fall tho top is easily bent 
down to one side or the other aud held 
flat by billets of wood. 


The Antwerp sorts of raspberry can be 
fruited with similar care to let only three 
or four canes grow in a hiJl in summer 
find to weight these down for the win- 
ter. 
It is best not to cover any of such 
laid down shoots with eaith as, if mild 
weather occurs before April, tho fruit 
buds may swell and rot. 
A difficulty in 
the case of the beach tree is its tendency 
to zuaking ran): growth late in summer, 
which cannot ripen well. 
Tho bending 
mid training indicated above aie likely 
to check this over production of eoft 
w o ^ k I and to induce more liowering buds 
and shoots. 


EXrSniMENTS WITH OATS. 


Experiments have been made 
at the 
Illinois station on 
rate 
aud 
depth 
ol 
seeding, and tests of varieties of 
oats. 
All were made on tho fertile dark-coloro i 
soil of tho station grounds. 
Welcomc 
oats were sown on seven plats, each one 
by sixteen rods, at the rate of from one 
to four bushels per acre. 
Toe j'ields of 
both grain and straw for each of the four 
years the experiment bus 
been 
in pro- 
gress and the averages of tho four years 
are tabulated for each rate of seeding. 


The largest yield of grain in 1801 was 
from sowing three and one-half bushels 
per acre with littie variation between the 
plats sown at the rate of two, two 
and 
one-half, three, three and one-half 
and 
four bushels per acre. The average yields 
for four years were much the same as the 
above. 
One or one and a half 
bushels 
gave smaller average yields than any oi 
the heavier seedings. 
The 
weight 
of 
the grain per bushel was less in the case 
of tho liijht seedincr. 
c* 
» » 


As to depth of covering 
tho 
indica- 
tions were that the returns were slightly 
better from covering two inches 
deep, 
though in trials for four years the best 
results have not come from covering the 
same depth in any two years. 


Tho average yield per acre in tests of 
forty-four varieties on tifty-iive plats iu 
189U and 180i was 06.6 bushels of grain, 
weighing 33.5 pounds per bushel, and 
2810 pounds of straw. 


The early-maturing varieties are those 
harvested July G to 14; the medium, 
July IC to 20\ and the late, July 24 to 
30. 
The early-maturing 
varieties 
arc 
superior to either the mediuoi or lato in 
tho average 
yield 
of 
both grain and 
straw, the weight per bushel aud siza of 
berries, but arc inferior to either of these 
in per cent, of kernel; the dun-colored 
gave the smallest yield and the largest 
per cent, of kernel. 
As to the panicles, 
open or closed, the latter are superior in 
yield of borh grain and straw and also in 
per cent, of kerneh 


As to weight per bushel, those which 
weigh less than thirty-two pounds are 
superior in both yield and per cent, of 
kernel. 
Notwithstanding tho common 
belief to tho contrary, it is naid those 
oats which M'eigh least to tl|o bushel 
have usually tho highest per cent, of 
kernel and 
consequently 
the 
highest 
food value. 
Thirty varieties have been 
tested for three years and fourteen ad- 
ditional for two years. 
No one variety 
has been shown to be greatly superior to 
all .others. 
A dillereat

the virtues, 
knowledge and courage necessary to 
its accomplishment, that he saw so 
clearly in himself the man that was to 
attain this grtat result, for he dedica»- 
ed himselt to it so ardently that in the 
natural order at least, he was the man 
destined to perform the act. 


He came to know and felt so well 
assured of his destined part on earth 
that irorn his early life he drew such 
inspirations from the altar of prayer 
and grace it was evident, as Shakes 
peare says, «'Thither he will come to 
know his destiny." 


ColumI us was a providential man, 
as he was destined on the meiciful de 
sign of providence lo reveal the New 
World lo the Old, to carry the Cross 
and its lessons over the trackless ocean 
to unknown peoples, and to bring 
Christianity 
face to face with 
the 
heathen tribes. 
Columbus regarded 
himsell as the chosen one of God for 
the fulfillment of great undertakings. 


The very name which our hero bore 
from his infancy have been regarded as 
evidences of his Christian apostate— 
Columbus, a dove; Christopher, the 
Christ bearer. 
He has also been com- 
pared to Moses, who fifteen hundred 
years years before the advent of Christ 
gave a law to tbe oppressed people of 
God, led them out of the land of bond- 
age, and instructed them in the true 
religion and worship of God. 


Columbus in like manner and like 
another Moses, fifteen hundred years 
after the coming of the Saviour, ex 
tended the 
boundaries of tbe then 
known earth; restored the union and 
brotherhood of all men and enlarged 
tbe realm of Christendom. 


Four hundred years have gone by, 
and have not obscured his lame but ex- 
alted his name. 


The Revd. gentleman ended his dis- 
course by informing his hearers that 
Catholics are just as patriotic as those 
of other denominations, and laid down 
practical proof of the truth of his state 
ment. 


Rev, W. H. Herbert said:—The ob- 
ject of the government in appointing 
Columbus Day, and in calling upon 
the citizens of this country to celebrate 
it with appropriate ceremonies ia no 
doubt, firmly to strengthen thereby our 
national life. But our scope is wider 
than this. It has acquired a somewhat 
international interest and in so far as 
it has this it implies the celebration of 
an important historical epoch. 
As an 
event the discovery of America has a 
common interest. Through it the world 
at large has been blest. Commerce has 
become ^plarged by it; through it a 
home for the persecuted and oppressed 
oi all nations has been secured; through 
it the highway to civilization has been 
opened and so far it has an mternation- 
al interest, and to be celebrated by all 
nations. 
But it has an additional in- 
terest to us, in that it inspires us with a 
love lor our country and gives vigor 
and tune to our national life—a thing 
so much needed in this period of our 
history. 
There are many reasons why 
we cannot afford stagnation, and why 
we should keep up a strong patriotic 
feeling among our i)eople,but the main 
reason lies in the fact, that we have 10 
do with so many uncongenial elements 
in our nation's growth and progress 
We have to dp not always wixW the best 


but largely with the worst of all other 
nationalities. To Americanize and con* 
form to our political institutions, such 
a heterogenious mass of humanityjofall 
creeds and customs and views requires 
a strong and steady flow of our nation- 
al life; the hostile attitude of foreigners 
to our political principles; the shame 
ful abuse of the freedom vouchsafed by 
our institutions. 


The crime, disorder and lawlessness, 
perpetrated everywhere are a bugle call 
to everyone nf us here to day, to deep- 
en the devotions and st«englhen the 
patriotism of our citizens. 


To do this and to be true to the oc- 
casion, which brought us together, we 
desire to call attention in the first place 
to the fact that the discovery of Amer- 
ica was an act of providence, and lits 
beyond the reach of human citicism. 


Whatever may be said 
either 
in 
praise or censure of Columbus as a man 
and his acts, the divine plan in which 
he took his pait was most truthfully ex- 
ecuted. This thought lays upon us high 
responsibilities in as much as we loo are 
factors in the further unfolding ol this 
plan. 
It gives on the other hand also 
confidence, in as much as God's plans 
and designs cannot be frustrated by any 
power outside those fo-r whom the kind 
providence is intended so that if our in- 
tegrity as a nation is maintained, we 
need not fear any adverse power under 
the sun. '

It will probably be a surprise to many 
to know that there is a company whicn 
purchases corn solely to extract the oil 
from it. 
This U precisely wiiac a sugar 
refining company in Chicag«) is doing. 
This company is the only ono which ha5 
the secret of obtaining tho oil, and em- 
ploys it alter the corn has been converted 
into a starch or glucose so that nothing 
will be wasted. 
The oil is a soft yellow 
liquid, and resembles linseed oil in ap- 
pearance. 
Dr. Arno Behr 
discovered 
the process of separating the oil from the 
corn, and tho doctor says this in regard 
to the oil: 
has been known for a 


long time that maizi contained an oily 
property, remainiu" for some one to turn 
the idea to account. 
There is no dan- 
ger of c(Trn oil ever taking the place of 
linseed oil. 
In the first place, it will be 
too scarcc. 
Tno amount of oil contained 
in corn is only four per cent, of its total 
weight, and we lose almost half of it in 
the process of abstraction, so that we 
get a very small amount of oil after all. 
The assertion has been made that corn 
oil can be put to littlo use—that it can- 
not bo employed in making either soap 
or paint. 
Tne great value of linseed oil 
paints is that it dries readily, and it has 
been asserted that corn oil will not dr}-. 
Now, this is a mistake, and as a matter 
of fact, corn oil can be used in makinc: 
paint or varnish, and also in soaps. 
It 
makes a splendid soft soap. 
Tuat there 
aro valuable uses to which it can be put 
is shown by the fact that there is a de- 
mand for it in foreign markets."—Amer- 
ican Farmer.

"Why some seals sink and 
are lost 
after being shot and others float, is a 
mooted question not likely soon to bo 
decided. 
Wnere 
they aro struck or 
whether they have much or little blub- 
ber, all of which have been urged to ac- 
count for tho anomaly, seems to have 
little or no influence. 
It has been often 
observed that a seal falling head down 
on being shot will come up aud float, 
while if the head is up ho sinks and is 
lost. 
It may be that in tho latter case 
he more readily fills. With weak seals 
or pups it has been seen that they, too, 
are often not recovered. 
Of those that 
are killed, discarding pups, tho chances 
seem to be about equal as to whether 
they will sink or 
float. 
Sometimes a 
considerable interval elapses before the 
dead body rices to tho surface and haste 
or carelessness may loose it. 
The great 
damage to the seahng industry lies un- 
doubtedly in the indiscriminate killing 
which lays low su many cows on their 
way to tho islands, heavy with young, 
whereby two lives are lost. 
It is impos- 
sible to distinguish tho female iu the 
water, and she would not be spared were 
it possible to do so.—Detroit Free Press,

ranAUMruLNKss OF CAKR. 


Cake of tho simple kinds, especially 
sponcie, is and can be frequently given 
to the sick. 
Good sponge cake served 
with sweet cream or a glass of milk is 
an excellent lunch for an invalid. 


Some of tho plain kinds 
of butter 
cakes—thoso nAdo with a littlo butter— 
such as white, *'feather" and similar va- 
rieties—aro really excellent food. 
Con- 
sider for a moment what they contain: 
Eiigs, milk, butter, sugar and 
flour— 
live of the most valuable of all our food 
products. 


Yet there are those who pride them- 
selves npou 
not 
eating cake. 
This 
idiosyncrasy can only be explained iu 
Due or two ways. Either tho cake which 
they have had has not been properly 
made or else it has been so good that 
during a lapse of judgment they havo 
eaten too much. 


The dark fruit cakes arc tobeavoidea 
oy both sick aud well on account of the 
indigestiblo nature of the dried fruits 
used in them, and also because they aro 
Cfenerally very compact and heavy, not 
light. 


There is a custom prevalent in many 
ivitchens of using what is called ''cook- 
ing butter," that is, butter which is olE 
taste or rancid. 
It* yow have no other 
butter for cake, don't make any. 
Cake 
made with that will not come under tho 
head of "unharmful." Sweet butter and 
fresh eggs, not ''store" egijs, aro abso- 
lutely necessary. 


Also is needed a dainty thinker to 
oil tho pan in 
which 
it is to 
be 
baked, 
so that tho 
outside 
of 
the 
cake 
shall 
not 
tasto of 
tho 
fat. 
Many 
an otherwise 
good, 
harmless 
cako has been spoiled by doing this -with 
dirty or rancid grease. 
U^e sweet but- 
ter or sweet olive oil.—Chicago News 
Record.

Thfi farmer's bouse is always 
a hut, writes Eli Perkins, in the New 
York Sun. 
It is generally built of rice 
straw and looks like a straw stack in 
Illinois with boles eaten into it by sheep 
and boijs. 
It would be a poor cow shed 
in America. 


When not made of rice straw it is 
built of rouiih boards of adobe bricks 
one story hii^h, has paper for windows 
and is tuaLcned with rice straw. 
It has 
no chimney and no stove. 
There are no 
flowers about it as with the Japanese. 
A pig and a cow may occupy the same 
hut. 
The pig is a ecavengcr with big 
black cars. 
The farmer has a few 
chickens and ducks, but never eats them 
himself. 
He never sees a newspaper. 
He has no carpet, no musical instrumeo-t, 
no books, and seldom a clock. 
The 
floor of bis house is hard prouud. 
His 
bed is straw. 
He has no windows in his 
house or hut. 
In winter he covers him- 
self with rags to keep warm, and in 
iummer he is almost naked. 
He sows 
his barley or rica in a bed, hoes them by 
baud. reaps them Nvfth a sickle, and 
winnows them in the wind. A quarter of 
an aiTO is. a biir farm. 
He has no 
knowledge of politics. 
China might 
have a big war and he would never hear 
of it till troops marched into his nee 
field. 


The tools of the average 
Chinese 
farmer are a basket, a tea kettle and a 
iour-tined hoe. 
This hoe is very heavy, 
and is used for spading as well as hoe- 
ing. 
He raises it in the air as a black- 


will bo reeled from the cocoons inii 
skeins by cheap five cents per day labor, 
but silk weaving will have to goto Eng- 
land and America! where they use powei 
looms. 
Tea will always bo raided in 
China, where five cent labor can pick 
the leaves. 
The tea plant is the samu ai 
our camellia or japónica. 


If rice is to be raised after barley and 
i:vheat, the land is flooded with water, 
Men and women, knee deep in water^ 
pull the harrows. 
Then the rico is set 
out in the water in hills a foot apart, II 
is common to see women working in tlu 
rice iield covered with straw garment! 
to their knees, 
After the rice is har< 
vested a full crop of radishes is put in. 


In order to irrigate for rico water ii 
pumped on to the land by hand, thouoch 
sometimes a revolving belt covered with 
buckets is propelled by a buffalo cow 
which walks round and round like 
thrashing horses in America. 


Rico in China is worth about a dollai 
a bushel, 
A Chinaman can live on foui 
bushels of rice a year. 
This, with pea^

nut oil, tea, and a little su^ar, costs 
about $6 a year. 


^*You think five dollars a year in 
America," said Mr, Leonard, our Con- 
sul General, '^is cheap living, but if a 
man in Chicago should live on 
boiled 
wheat with a little cotton seed oil, ton, 
and sugar, he could hve as cheap as the 
Chinese, 
It is meat which makes liv* 
ing expensive in England and America, 
It takes eight pounds of cereals to make 
a pound of beefsteak, and where you get 
a pound of beefsteak it is only worth 
about a third as much as a pound of 
wheat or corn. 
Americans reduce th( 
nutritious quality of their food thirty 
fold, by feeding it first to the animal 
and then eating the animal.

{n China the superior skill of our Aixer- 
ican cotton planters and tho good qual- 
ity of their cotton and its cheap price is 
destroying the cotton inaustry in China. 
China will have to give up cotton and 
go into nee, barley and peanuci. 
Lust 
year the Chinese raised only 100,000 
bales of cotton. 
The rai«iug cf sUk- 
vorms hero will always thriT«| and «ilk 


support four billion people if they would 
eat corn and wheat like the Chinese. 
But instead 
of that, Americans feed 
eight pounds of corn to a sheep or steer 
and then eat the steer." 


The Chinese cow on 
the Yank-tsQ 
is a semiamphibious animal. 
You will 
often see her grazing with her head «a- 
tirely under water. 
This is the ani- 
mal that a well-dc-to farmer uses for 
plowing, 
instead 
of 
his 
wife and 
daughter. 
Ho uses the milk and mus- 
cle of the poor cow. It is pathetic to 
see this patient old cow plodding along 
through the ricc fields knee deep iu mud.

O O D - L O O K I N G 
ieminiue faces are 
frequent 
cnoufrh, 
but the question as 
to what coustitutoa 
a typo of 
beauty 
thousih often asked, 
is rarely answered 
to the perfect satis- 
i^faction of the ques- 
tioner, or any one 
olso. 
The reason, 
says the New York 
A d v e r t i s e r , 
is 
found in the fact 
that no two races 
of men—or to make 
the statement stroni^er, no two individ- 
ual men—ever have the same ideal. 


Undoubtedly an important factor in 
ideal beauty of face is found iu the shape 
of the countenance. 
No fa^e badly 
formed can be beautiful, but the ques- 
tion naturally arises, Wnat is a badly 
formed face? The p:enoral opinion among 
the toathetics is that a feminine face, to 
be ot good form, should be a perfect 
oval. 
A forehead too hiq^h or too low, 
a chin too loni? or too short, cheek bones 
too strong, any one of a dozen other 
ehortcomings, may mar the symmetry of 
the whole, and so spoil a face otherwise 
perfect. 
This symmetry is not common- 
ly found—indeed, it is so rarely encoun- 
tered as to be almost purely ideal. Even 
the Greeks found it so seldom among 
their women that their most beautiful 


bethought domineering. 
On the other 
hand a chin too little or recedinpr indi- 
cate« wcekness—perhaps of health, 
it 
may be of character. 
A very small chin

statues are rather creations than 
like- 
nesses, 
While the human form may be 
built on strictly mathematical principlcsj 
yet the attempt to apply exact mathe- 
matics to every portion will invariably 
result in the discovery that no human 
form is perfect. 


In a tueoretically perfect facc the dis- 
tance from the point of the chin to 
the 
roots of the hair on the forehead is di- 
vided into three equal spaces—from the 
roots of the hair to a point between the 
eyebrows where the nose 
commences, 
froUi that to the tip of the nose, 
and 
thence to the tip of the chin. 
The face 
should be exactly twice as long 
as its 
width at the height of the 
eyes, while 
each eye should be the width 
of 
the 
mouth, and the distance between 
them 
should eqjal the width of one eye. 
To 
be perfect, the upper lip shoula 
oe as 
long as one*liulf the distance 
from the 
lower lip to the chin, while a line drawn 
perpendicularly 
down from the 
lips 
should touch the chin, and 
drawn up- 
ward sbould pass through the lope 
of 
the nostril half way between the tip and 
the base. 
The ear should be at 
the 
height of the eye, and when the profile 
is examined, the distance from the tip of 
the nose to cheek should be one-half the 
length of the nose. 


Beginning with the chin, the ideal 
face has a cniu of only moderate prom- 
inence. 
A chin too largo give to the fe- 
minine countenance too much of mascu- 
Ime strength; besides, a prominent chm 


is indicative of small and possibly defi- 
cient teeth, frequently far apar, poor di- 
gestion and consequent bad health, and 
no one can be beautiful ideally or other- 
wise, who has poor health, for health 
is the foundation of beauty. 


As much depends on the no3o as on 
the chin. 
The nose of the ideal beauty 
is of generous proportions. 
It must be 
GO to indicate self demand, sound judg- 
ment and discretion. 
Whether the noso 
be straight or hooked, Greek, Roman or 
Jewish, matters little. 
Either may be 
beautiful, but 
in either 
cose the uose 
must be large enough to indicate its owu 
individuality and that of its owner. 


Between the uose and the chin lies the 
mouth, the perfection of which is the 
moat essential element 
of beautv, for

although 
every 
other 
feature may be 
ideally perfect, a bad mouth will spoil 
the sjmraetry of the whole countenance. 
The size of the mouth, 
within 
reason- 
able bound, is not material, although, of 
course, it should not be too largo iu pro- 
portion to the 
face, the size of 
the 
latter being the only criterion of judg- 
ment, since a mouth quite 
big 
enough 
for one face would appear ludicrously 
small if set in another, and a mouth 
quite in 
proportion 
-with 
the 
face 
to which it belongs will, if transferred 
to the physiognomy of another, almost 
stretch from ear to ear.

The forehead is the 
characteristic 
feature of the human race, for no ani- 
mal, save the elephant, has what may 
properly be called a forehead.

forehead of the ideal beauty is low and 
broad, rather than high and conimand- 
A high forehead generally indi- 


from its surroundings. 
But this is a 
great mistake.

by a suit of abundant 
hair. 
The question as to whether this is blonde 
or brunette is not important, for there 
are great painters on either side, and if 
we count the light browns among the 
blondes and the dark browns among the 
brunettes tho numbers of tho two classes i 
are about equal.

The neck is a very important item of 
beauty. 
It should be of medium length. 
That is, the distance from the collarbono 
to the chin when the head is in -a natu- 
ral position should be about one-half the 
leugth of tho face, or from the upper 
tip of the ear to the collar bono should 
be the length of the countenance. 
A 
long ^ neck is 
ungraceful, 
sugfresting 
emaciation; a short neck is equally so, 
being cha-acteristic of embonpoint, not 
to say dumpiness. 
But in each and 
every case the heigth of tho figure must 
furnish the unit of measurement, and all 
parts must bear correspondence to this. 


The face of tho ideal beauty is gener- 
ally of clear white with a tin^e of pink 
iu the cheeks, and lips of a bright red. 
The color of the face should be an ivory 
i!lot a chalk white; the latter is unnatu- 
ral and ghastly, nor is the flush of fever 
agreeable to the eye.

^ The committee appointed by the Na- 
tional Nicaragua Canal Convention at its 
meeting in St. Louis to prepare an 
ad- 
dress to the American people gi?'ini>' in- 
formation as to the feasibility oi the 
Nicaragua Canal and its commercial and 
other advantages to the United 
States, 
has just linished the preparation of such 
address. 


Tho address is supplementary to 
the 
resolutions adopted by the St. Louis Con- 
vention, which pointed out the advan- 
tages of the canal and urgedits construc- 
tion, 
ownership and control by 
the 
Americnn people rather than 
tho 
Eng- 
lish, French or any 
other Nation. 
It 
takes the position that a canal, joining 
tho Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, should 
be constructed for the most 
important 
commercial, strategic and patriotic rea- 
sons, and says that the subject of such a 
canal is the most vital connected with 
tho welfare, growth and 
prosperity 
of 
the United States. 
It declares that tho 
only feasible route for such a canal is by 
way of Nicaragua, and points out 
that 
tho conventions of the two great two 
political parties have endorsed the pro- 
ject. 


It appears that aU the engineers have 
agreed in expressing a decided prefer- 
ence for the Nicaragua route, because, 
among other reasons, only 2GJ miles of 
the entire distance of IGi)^ miles from

PKESEUVATION OP PR12SETIVE3. 


When the jams, jellies or preserves are 
ready to be put into pots have by your 
side a basin full of boiling water, plunge 
the pots carefully into tho water, aud do 
tho same with tho prcservo labels (called 
also vegetable parchment) with 
which 
tho pots are to bo covered. 
Then, with 
tho aid of a pair of nippers, which have 
also been dipped into the boiling Avater, 
lift out the j)ot3, reverse them to drain 
thorn well (without wiping them), fill 
them full of jam and cover them without 
delay with tho parchment covers, which 
the person helping you will tie securely 
immodiately witrh string (these jam covers 
are to be found in all stationers' shops). 
Prom this moment the preservation of 
the jam is assured, and if all the pre- 
cautions have been thorou^jhly taken tho 
jam will keep perfectly good, unless tho 
paper has a hole in it or is torn.—New 
Tork World. 


rO PUEVENT CANDIES BECOMINQ STICKY. 


All boiled candies are liable to beccme 
sticky if exposed to the action of theair. 
They should be kept in closely-covered 
jars or boxes. 
Tho best plan, however, 
that we know of toprevent c4adle3,8uch 
as tiitfies, peanut bar, walnut bar, clear 
c a n d i e s , nougat, and all similar goods, 
from becoming sticky, which is caused 
by their absorbing the moisture of tho 
atmospher'e, is that which we have al- 
ways adoped when we desired to keep 
such articles for any length of time, and 
one that has alwaya proved satisfactory: 
When the candies are first made, and 
cut into bars or pieces, varnish or cover 
each bar or article by m e a n s of a soft 
brush with a tuin alcoholic solution of 
gum benzoin. 
Varnish thom all over 
with this preparation and let them dry; 
this forms a thin, impervious skin on 
them, which etiectually prevents the air 
from acting on the candies, besides it 
gives them a floe gloss. 
Benzoin has a 
fragrant odor with very little taste, and 
is easily pulverized; it is a stimulant and 
xpectorant, and is sometimes used in 
pectoral uileccions. 
Tnis vansh may bo 
made in advance and kept m a closely 
covered jar or battle, for use at any time. 
It is also an excellent varnish for gloss- 
ing chocolate creams, etc.—Confection- 
eri* Journal.

roni^TICES FOR TIXE SICK I1003X, 


Poultices, or cataplasm, are recom- 
mended on account of tho warmth and 
moisture they contain and convey, and 
arc applied when tho skin, or the under- 
lying structuic, is inflamed. Tliey miti- 
gate pain by relaxing tension and pro- 
moting perspiration. 
Some of tho beat^ 
known poultices are mado as follows: 


Linseed JVIeal Poultice—Boiling watec 
should be poured into a heated bowl, aud 
into this tho meal quickly sprinkled with 
ono hand, while the moisture is constant- 
ly stirred by means of a knife or spatula 
until thin, smooth dough is formed. 
I) 
tho water bo auded to tho meal littU 
knots and chunks or dough aro apt to 
colloct, hence wo recommend making 
this plaster as you do cornmeal^mush. Tn< 
dough should bo quickly spread on a 
warmed linen rag already torn or cut to 
the required shape, or put into a bag ana 
applied. 
Linseed meal retains heac uud 
moiaturo for a long time, but is liable to 
irritate a delicate or inflamed skin. 


Bread 
Poultice—Put slices of breao 
into a basin, pour over them 
boiliu" 
water, and place by tho fire for a few 
minutes, 
wnen the water should 
be 
poured off, replaced by fresh boiling 
water, and this ai^ain poured off, and tho 
bread theu pressed, beaten with a fork, 
and made into a poultice. 
Bread poul- 
tices are valuable for their bland, aoa^ 
irritating properties. 


Charcoal Poultice—Mix charcoal uni^ 
formly with bread for a poultice, and 
just before application sprinkle tue aur- 
iace with a layer of charcoal. 
This sort 
of poultice corrects olfensivo smells from 
foul sores, aud favors a healthier action. 


Carrot Poultice—Boil carrots 
until 
quito soft, mash rhera with a fork and 
apply in the ordinary way. 
This poul- 
tice will purify a wound. 


To retain lieat for a long time poultice» 
should be covcred with oiled silk, or a 
layer of cotton wool. Either one of these 
methods is prefeiablo to a very thick 
poultice, which from iU weight might 
cause inconvenience or 
pain.—D^troic

United

graduated from West Point in 1811, in 
the same claas with General Grant.

The 
hi^ 
c l o c k , 
with illumin- 
ated disc, showed 
that the hour for 
leaving was past, but the officials were 
still packinfj people into 
the 
already 
overcrowded train. 
The oniy problem 
that troubles the mind of an European 
railway official is how to get a quart into 
a pint measure. 
The traveler in Europe 
is still treated as a criminal, 
deserving 
no mitipation of punishment, and a lon^ 
railroad journey is made as crowded and 
uncomfortable as possible. 


The night express to Bale, during the 
height ot Swiss travel, is usually sent 
olT in two sections. 
The first had t^one 
and the second was now about to leave. 
The last passenger was jammed in, the 
doors were slammed shut, the usual non- 
sensical tooting of 
horns, blowing of

lYalled in by Coral. 


A curious discovery has been made on 
the island of Kitaba, one of the Trobri- 
and group, oil the northeast 
coast of 
New Guinea. 
A great 
many 
sailors 
passing the lifctlc island have imagined 
that it had no inhabitants because they 
saw no evidences of human occupation. 
Sir William McGreiior, the Administra- 
tor of British New Guinea, says the isl- 
and has an area of 
only Ave or 
six 
square miles. 
On all sides it presents a 
low and sli2:htly sloping margin, usuallv 
about a quarter of a mile broad, covered 
by heavy timber. 
"Within is a procini- 
tous coral wall which can be ascended 
only at a few niaces. 
The bank rises to 
a height of 300 co 400 feet. 
Once ac 
the top the visitor finds within this wall 
a plateau which occupies the whole of 
the centre ot the island and is from iifty 
to a hundred feet below the coral wall 
surrounding it. 


There about 1000 natives live and till 
their gardens. 
Tho rich, chocolate-col- 
ored soil yields them an ample supply of 
food. 
Tney 
are completely protected 
from the wind by the rocky rim that en- 
closes their plateau. 
Tho island seems 
to have been an atoll which was liftol 
above the sea several hundred feet, so 
that the atoll ring now forms the coral 
wall surrounding the plateau. 
On this 
elevated 
and almost inacessible plain 
are thirteen villages, cach of whica con- 
tains over twenty houses. 
Sir William 
McGregor says tho natives gave him a 
most pleasant reception. 
He found it 
diflicult to travel through some villages 
on account of the yams, cocoanuts, mata 
and other articles that were laid down 
before him for his acceptance. 
There 
are no inter-tribal hostilities, and it is 
not possible for the natives of other isl- 
ands to oppress tho people, because on 
their plateau, naturally lortitied as it is, 
they are inaccessible to hostile tribes. 
The drainage of the plateau is excellent. 
There are great cavities i i the coral wall, 
through which tho rainfall filters and 
makes its way to the sea,—New York 
Sun. 


Complex. Maeliiues Make 
Ilalrplns. 


Hairpins are made by automatic and 
very complicated machines. 
The coiled 
wire is put upon 
drums, 
and becomes 
straightened as it feeJs itself to the ma- 
chine, 
It passes along until 
it reaches 
two cutters, wdiich point tho ends at the 
same time that they cut it to tho length 
required. 
This piece of wire then slips 
along an iron piato until it 
reaches a 
slot, through' which it is pressed into 
tho regular 
shape. 
The hairpins 
are 
then put into a pan and japanned, after 
which they are heated in an oven with a 
temperature of from 30U to 4UU degrees. 
There are but four American factories. 
Tho largest 
aro in 
Birmingham and 
Waterbury, Conn,, tho 
others in Phila- 
delphia and Brooklyn, 
Five hundred 
thousand dollars' worth of 
hairpins are 
annually imported from England, Franco 
and Germany,—Boston Transcript. 


Nut Orchiirila. 


Why can v:o not have a greater num- 
ber of nut orchards? The supply of nuts 
is not so great as tho demand, and the 
market is by no 
means 
overstocked, 
English-walnat planting is a compara- 
tively now industry 
in 
California, and 
the profits are immense. 
Our native nut 
trees are slow to bear, requiring usually 
from eight to twelve year;?, and but littlo 
eifort has been made to improve them. 
Now the European chestnut has been 
cultivate/1, the number of varieties in- 
creased, and also the size of 
tho 
nut, 
which shows what can be done. 
There 
is also a Japanese variety which corner 
to bearing in four orfivo years, and bears 
larger fruit than the European, but it is 
not very hardy. Could it not "be grafted 
on our native stock?—Amcricau Farmer.

ffüNDREDS 
of cWl- 
dreu are lost in tho 
streets of Kew York 
every year, accord- 
ing to 
the Press, 
Last year tho num- 
ber rau up into the 
thousands. 


A l o s t child is cer- 
tain to attract atten- 
tion immediately. It 
stands in the streets, 
digs its fists into its 
eyes and sets up a 
cry which immedi- 
ately brinjxs a num- 
ber of kind-hearted 
people to its rescue. 
Then along comc» a 
policeman. 
He is 
tokl the story, so far as the little one's 
lips and mind can manage to tell it. 
lie takes the child under his protecting 
wing and escorts it to the station in hid 
precinct. 
Thence it is sent to Head- 
quarters. 
A general alarm is sent out to 
every precinct in the city, notifying tho 
sergeants that a child has been found, 
and giving adescription of the child and 
its name, if the child can talk and re- 
members it. 


At 
Headquarters 
Sergeant 
Ilarley, 
-w'hose room is on the Mulberry street 
end of the big 
white building, takes 
charííe of the child and enters its name 
on the great blotter, where thousands 
of other lost children's names 
already 
stand. 


But the little boy or girl 
needs care 
which only a woman can 
give, so 
up- 
stairs it goes to what is known 
as 
the 
''Sky Parlor.'' 
Tnia is Matron Travis's 
own domain. 
Mrs. Travis 
has been 
mother to more children in the time she 
has been at Headquarters than has any 
other woman in tue city. Delivered into 
her care the children are wasüed and fed, 
and calmed by 
being 
told 
that 
they 
'«will see mammi soon." 


The '*Sky Parlor" is a room 
about 
twenty feet square, with 
a bare 
ñoor. 
Tiiere little cots are placed 
ai^ainst 
the 
wall on one side,a big nmnd table covered 


como into the city lor a 
day'a 
b^isiness 
or pleasure. 


Summer is tho time when childten play 
in the streets more than they do at any 
other season of the year. 
Consequently 
more of them succeeded in getting them- 
selves lost in tho months of July, Auscuit 
and September than at any other period. 


Children of the poorer class of peoplo 
make up the l a r g e s t number of tho lo^it 
ones, althouirh once in a while a Little 
Lord Pauntleroy, with shininir hair and 
elesant clothing, wanders away from his 
nurse while she is receiving the atientions 
of some admirer and is picked up by tho 
police. 
Most of tho lost children aro 
found on the cast side of the city, whero 
people of many nationalities are crowded 
together. 
The reason for this lies, pet- 
hai)s, in the fact that 
each gathered 
nationality lorms a community h j itself, 
and tho children, being kept within tho 
community of which their parents are 
members, do not become familiar with 
tho surrounding streets. 
Consequently 
when they stray a few blocks away they 
are as hopelessly lost as though they were 
set down in the middle of a strange city. 


IN GOOD UA.KD9. 


Tho people over on tho East Side aro 
sharp, and are always ready to take ad- 
vantage of any scheme which will provo 
of benefit to themselves. 
Lately somo 
of them worked up an idea which does 
credit to their shrewdness^ however it 
may reflect upon their honesty and their 
regard for the comfort of their offspring. 


They learned that if 
their children 
were found on the street lost, they could 
be quickly picked up by the watchful 
guardians of the peace and taken to the 
station.

Tho scheme -worked for a long while, 
and Captain Cross's station house, on 
Eldridge street, was crowded daily with 
lost (?) children. 
On Decoiation Day, 
wnen the scneme was at tho height of its 
success, eighty-seven children were en- 
tered on the blotter as lost. 
Sergeant 
Judd noticed that a number of children 
were brought by the same people twice. 
Then he adopted the rule that the person 
who brought a child to the station house 
must care lor it for the day. 
Tho plan 
had the desired elTect and 
somewnat 
broke up tue practice.
